ployed m a civilian and reoeive both hi* aXLitary retired pay and 
a civilian salary eely if he mere retired for oflwbat d isab ilit y. B* 
he should be retired for other disability incurred la line of duty, 
he could tae ee^loyed a* a civilian and receive c ombi wed civilian and 
retired pay up to $10,000 or, if the civilian salary were higher than 
this figure, he would receive the sivilian salary in full. 

If I I la retiring on length of service alone, 

his te^loyuaat a* a civilian would require an exception both to dual 
espleyroni and dual compensation statute*. He Agency does have the 
authority to anise a United, number of such appointEwat's . Hut officer* 
eaplcyed under this authority saiet elect to receive either stHitary 
pay or civilian salaries; they aey not receive both. 

A* indicated above, t here le little chance of our being able 
to offer I l etoloMaant oa the tarns suggested in your 

letter, However, if he vauld nonetheless be interested in exploring 
the posaiMUties, we ahull be glad to hear ffrcia hi®.
